The ordinance provides lSJ-cent; 

1 
S treet and Incinerator Department 
workers and miscellaneous employ­ 
ees—principally clerical help— with 
the provision that those who work 
a five-and-a-half-day week shall not 
receive more than 135.52 additional 
in a month, and that those on a 
six-day week will receive a maxi­ 
mum raise of $38.48 monthly. 
The ordinance also calls for $1 25- 
a-day raises for the 4ft mem bers of 
the Fire and Police D epartm ents— j 
$37.50 more a month for the rank- 
and-file up through the departmen 
tai chiefs.

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Forgotten Pledges? 
Europe’s Elections Promise New Trouble

\ S IF there were not troubles 
* * enough already between the 
western powers and the Soviet 
bloc, the issue of elections in east­ 
ern Europe promises to produce 
continued friction in the coming 
weeks. Between now and winter 
a series of contests is scheduled 
that hardly can fail to produce new 
points of disagreement. 
Nothing has shown so clearly as 
this 
election 
question 
that 
the 
spokesmen of the great powers 
were not speaking the same ideolo­ 
gical language when they met at 
Yalta and Potsdam to plan the 
futures of the eastern lands which 
were being freed from the Nazi 
The word election means one 
yoke. 
thing to Americans and Britons, 
quite another to the Russians and 
those who follow them. The upshot 
is that pledges made at Yalta and 
later conferences have little chance 
of being fulfilled to the satisfac­ 
tion of all concerned. 
Here are some. or the impending 
elections: 
Bulgaria will hold a plebiscite 
Sept. & to determine whether she 
shall abandon the monarchy under 


fThe Potsdam pledge is worth re­ 
loaning now: 
“The 
three 
powers 
(America, 
Britain and Russia) note that the 
Polish provisional government in 
accordance with the decisions of 
the Crimea conference has agreed 
to the holding of free and unfet­ 
tered elections as soon as possible 
on the basis of universal suffage 
and 
secret 
ballot in 
which all 
democratic and anti-Nazi parties 
shall have the right to take part 
and to put forward candidates, and 
that representatives of the Allied 
press shall enjoy full freedom to 
report to the world upon develop­ 
ments in Poland before and duriug 
the elections.” 


That pledge, to which Russia, 
sponsor of the new Polish state, 
was a party, is now more than a 
year old and the outlook for its 
complete fulfillment has not im­ 
proved in that year. 
It should 
be added, however, 
that the undertaking concerning 
the Allied press has been better 
kept than that promising freedom 
for “all democratic and anti-Nazi 
parties” to make their campaigns. 
There is convincing evidence that 
such freedom has not been given 
to the Polish Peasant party and 
the Workers' party, which oppose 
the four parties which dominate 
the Warsaw regime.
